WARRANT 


Penobscot ss. State of Maine. 
T. W. 8. McAllister, a Constable in the Town of Milford, in 
said County. Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the said town of Milford, 
qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to assemble at the Town 
Hall in the said town on Monday, the 27th day of March, A. D. 
1933, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
Articles, to wit :— 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside over said meet- 
ing. 

Article 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the en- 
suing year. | ; 

Article 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the report 
of the Selectmen as printed. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to fix a date on which 
Taxes, assessed for the ensuing year, shall become due. 

Article 5. To see what rate of interest the town will vote to 
be charged on taxes remaining unpaid after some specific date, 
complying with the provisions of Sections 1 and 2 of Chapter 14, 
of the Revised Statutes; and specify the date. 

Article 6. To see what percentage the town will vote to 
pay for collecting taxes for the ensuing year. 

Article 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of Common Schools. 

Article 8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the purchase of School books and supplies. 

Article 9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for Free High School. 

Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$189.00 to pay the interest on its school fund. 
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Article 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of Poor. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for Contingent expenses. 


Article 13. To see what sum of money that the town will 
vote to raise for Highways and Bridges; and to fix compensation 
for labor on same. 


Article 14. To see what sum of money that the town will 
vote to raise for State Patrol and for Third Class road mainten- 
ance. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote “Yes "or “Nota 
the question of appropriating and raising money necessary to 
entitle the town to State Aid, as provided in Section 20 of Chap- 
ter 28, of the Revised Statutes. 

Article 16. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$533.00 or more, for the improvement of State Aid Road as 
outlined in the reports of the State Highway Commission, in 
addition to the regular amounts raised for the care of Ways, 
Highways and Bridges. 

Article 17. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Assessors to rescind any amounts appropriated by the town for 
State Aid Highway construction in excess of the amount. re- 
quired to meet State apportionments. 

Article 18. To see what sum of money that the town will 
vote to raise for repairs and maintenance of Sidewalks. 

Article 19. To see what sum of money that the town will 
vote to raise for Water Service. . 

Article 20. To see what sum of money that the town will 
vote to raise for Lighting Service. 

Article 21. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for care and repair of its Sewer System. 

Article 22. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the care and repair of its Cemetery. 

Article 23. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for repairs of town buildings, and insurance on same. 
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Article 24. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for Memorial Day. 

Article 25. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for Fire Protection for the ensuing year. 

Article 26. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for Mother’s Aid for the ensuing year. 

Article 27. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for support of children in custody of the State for the 
ensuing year. 

Article 28. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$27.00, same being for interest on Town Farm Fund. 

Article 29. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for salary of the Superintendent of Schools. 

Article 30. To see if the town will vote to continue in the 
Health Union with other towns, if so, to raise money for same. 

Article 31. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$50.00 or more, for the Central Penobscot Health Association 
toward the support of the Visiting Nurse. 

Article 32. To see if the town will raise a sum of money for 
the purchase of Snow Fence. 

Article 33. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for Snow Removal. 

Article 34. To see if the town will vote to continue to carry 
Workmen’s Compensation Insurance. 

Article 35. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
vote to raise to be expended and used for advertising the 
natural resources, advantages and attractions of the State of 
Maine. 

Article 36. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$150.00 to be used to help maintain Troop 80, Boy Scouts of 
America. 

Article 37. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
vote to raise for a Centennial Celebration. 

Article.38. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to make temporary loans to meet 
current expenses, same to be paid from 1933 taxes.

Article 39. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen and School Committee to combine the positions of 
Janitor of the Milford School buildings, janitor of the Hose 
House, Janitor of the town hall, driver of the Fire truck and 
school bus; and fix the salary. 

Article 40. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay on its debt and interest. 

Article 41. To see what abatements of taxes, if any, the 
town will vote to make. 

Article 42. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
vote to raise to pay the outstanding debts incurred during the 
municipal year ending March 24, 1933. 

Article 43. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to hire money to pay the outstanding 
debts incurred during the municipal year ending March 24, 
1933, and to execute and deliver the negotiable, promissory 
note or notes of the town therefor. 

Article 44. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the salary of town officers. 

Article 45. To see if the town will vote to apply tar on 
Davenport Street and if so, raise money for same. 

Article 46. To see if the town will vote that all bills against 
the town contracted during the ensuing year shall be presented 
for payment on or before March ard, 1934. 

Article 47. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Treas- 
urer to honor only such orders, the payee of which is not in- 
debted to the town for taxes or tax deeds. 

Article 48. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will vote to raise for an abatement on the tax of the Penobscot 
Development Co. for 1932. 

Article 49. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 

FAIL NOT to make due service of this Warrant, and return 
your doings at the time and place of said meeting. 

The Selectmen give notice that they will be in session at the 
Town Office of said town, from twelve o’clock to three o’clock 
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on the afternoon of Saturday, March 25th, 1933, and from nine 
in the forenoon on March 27th, 1933, to the time of said meet- 
ing, for the purpose of correcting the list of voters in said town, 
and hearing and deciding upon the applications of persons claim- 
ing the right to have their names entered upon the voting list. 
The Polls for the election of Town Officers, under the pro- 
visions of Sections 38 to 53 inclusive, of Chapter 5 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, will open immediately after the election of the 
Moderator, and may be closed at five o’clock in the afternoon.

Health Officer 


To the Citizens of Milford:— 


For the past thirteen years Milford has been associated with 
Old Town Orono Bradley and Veazie in a health union employ- 
ing a physician as full time Health Officer who is assisted in his 
duties by a public health nurse. 


For years the duties of the school physician have added to 
those of the Health Officer. 


The regular duties of the Health Officer includes sanitary 
inspection of the water supply, milk and a dairy, farms, mark- 
ets and eating places, sewers and drains. 


The effective operating of the Health Department is clearly 
accountable for the general good health of the community and 
by constant watching possibility of epidemics has been checked. 


Cases of social diseases, where persons were found to be in- 
digent have been referred by this office to the State Department 
of Health for care and treatment. 


This report is but a brief resume of the work of the Health 
Officer and detailed information of the activities of this depart- 
ment will gladly be given at the office or by Health Talks to 
Schools, Service Clubs, Parent Teachers Associations, or groups 
of interested citizens.

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School Report 


To the Citizens of Milford:— 


I hereby submit the annual report of schools for the year 
ending March, 1933. 


REPAIRS 


During the summer vacation, the school bus was rebuilt at a 
cost of about $180. and serves us almost as well as a new bus. 
The running expenses of the bus this year amount to about 
$128.00. This is quite a saving over the cost of conveyance 
before the bus was purchased. At that time conveyance cost 
$720. every year. 

The Costigan School Building has had a cold air register in- 
stalled. This makes it much easier to heat the room. 

Five new seats were purchased for the fifth and sixth grade 
room. The large number of children in that room made it neces- 
sary to buy five new seats and desks. These fill all the available 
space in the room. 


PARENT THACHER ASSOCIATION 


The P. T. A. had an unexpended balance of $51.50 from last 
year. During the year funds were raised by card parties and a 
dance. The whole amount of money raised by the association 
amounts to $99.60. From this amount the association paid 
$34. to the astern Maine General Hospital for children’s throat 
operations, $5. to the Red Cross, $16.63 for hot lunches for chil- 
dren, $3.50 for tuning the school piano and $9. toward the ex- 
penses of the Eighth Grade. Other small items made the amount 
expended $85.19. This leaves a balance of about $14. in the 
treasury. 

Industrial conditions have made the past year a difficult one. 
Mrs. Alice Duplissa, President of the P. T. A. and the people 
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who have helped her deserve credit for the good that they have 
accomplished for your boys and girls. 


TEACHING SERVICE 


The records of the children entering High School this year 
seems to prove that the teaching service in Milford Schools is 
satisfactory. 

Your teachers have worked faithfully for the best interests of 
the schools. Overcrowded conditions in some of the schools 
make it hard for teachers to accomplish the required amount of 
work in each grade. 

In closing, I wish to thank the teachers, parents and mem- 
bers of the school board for their help during the past year.

Gentlemen: 


The Trustees of Old Town Water District herewith present 
the fifth annual report showing the additions to the system and 
its financial condition as of January 1, 1933. 

The several improvements made in the system during the 
past year has enabled the District to maintain its high stand- 
ard of service with a reduced cost. of maintenance. 

Through careful supervision of Purification the excellent 
quality of the water for all domestic purposes has been main- 
tained.

To the Citizens of Milford: 


For the past year the health department has worked with all 
officials of the Health Union to maintain the usual standard of 
health at the least possible expense. 

The State Department of Health and Welfare has added to 
this office all of the regular work of the District Office. 

Our problem is to dispense knowledge of recent advance in 
public health methods and to inform all on questions of health 
and sanitation. 


SCHOOLS 


The Health Officer, since taking on the duties of School Physi- 
cian, has found school examinations afford better contact with 
our children as a safeguard to health. 


MILK INSPECTION 


Our milk supply is from tuberculin tested cows. Samples 
of milk from stores and delivery vehicles have been examined 
by Department of Agriculture and found satisfactory. A com- 
plete list of registered milk dealers can be furnished by this 
office. 


SANITARY INSPECTION 


Stores, markets and eating places have been inspected, all 
food handlers are required by law to have medical examination 
twice yearly and the same has been done and recorded. 


COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 
To guard against small-pox, I advise free vaccination as pro- 
vided by law. I further advise all persons to report any or all 
diseases to this office. 


The general good health of our town j is is our T reward for in 
ing upon safe-guards to health.
